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Accident demolishes historic wall; 
restoration of structure planned 


The historic stone wall that has long 
marked Gallaudet University’s bound- 
aries to passersby on Florida Avenue 
will undergo restoration sometime in 
the near future, following a July 18 ac- 
cident that demolished a section of the 
structure. 


The wall crumbled when it was 
struck by a Metrobus between 7 and 
7:30 a.m. that day. The bus was mak- 
ing a left turn onto Florida Avenue 
from Eighth Street when a white rental 
car struck the bus, sending it straight 
into the wall by the Eighth Street en- 
trance, said Bill Owens, manager of 
Maintenance Services for Gallaudet’s 
Physical Plant Department, who was 
called to the scene shortly after the ac- 
cident. 


According to observers, the rental 
car bounced off the bus and landed 
across Florida Avenue. Its driver fled 
from the scene on foot. 


The incident closed Florida Avenue 
for two hours, said Owens, while a 
towing crew straightened the bus’s 
jammed front wheels so they could tow 
it away. 


D.C. Metropolitan police, Metro tran- 
sit authorities, and Gallaudet’s Depart- 
ment of Safety and Security and 
Maintenance Services staff assisted at 
the site and took photos to assess the 
damage. 


“It’s going to be a hard task [to 
rebuild the wall],” said Owens, whose 
workers disassembled the damaged part 
of the wall and marked each stone for 
later reassembly. The historic sand- 
stones are being stored at the Grounds 
Department’s Penn Street storage facili- 
ty while the University awaits insurance 





information and an estimate from a lo- 
cal restoration company on the cost of 
rebuilding the wall. 


“People were walking up and taking 
pieces of the stone wall as souvenirs,” 
said Owens. Security officers were en- 
listed to retrieve pieces of stone from 
four people, he said. 


“We want to save all we can so at 
least the front of the wall can be reas- 
sembled in its original stone,” Owens 
explained. “If the the back is different, 
at least it won’t show as badly.” 


Following the accident, Maintenance 
Services staff took numerous photos to 
try to get a clear impression of the 
wall, said Owens. They also will look 
at photos from the Gallaudet Archives 
so the wall can be reconstructed as ac- 
curately as possible.

Families attend Learning Vacation 


Families with deaf children began ar- 
riving at Gallaudet July 11 for summer 
sessions designed to help parents better 
understand the needs of their children 
and improve communication with 
them, and to help the children realize 
that although they are different, they fit 
in with their families. 

The Family Learning Vacation, now 
in its fourteenth year, operates under 
the auspices of The National Acade- 
my’s Family Life Program. This year, 
the program has drawn a record 
crowd, according to Family Life’s coor- 
dinator, Lori Bonheyo, with more than 
60 families registering this summer. 

Four week-long sessions, are being 
held, coordinated according to chil- 
dren’s age brackets.

ing Vacation is also continuing the 
practice it began last summer of includ- 
ing a week for families of hearing-vision 
impaired children. 

Bonheyo attributes the increased par- 
ticipation to the media attention Gal- 
laudet has received in the past year 
because, she said, the DPN movement 
has been the parents’ predominant 
topic of conversation since they arrived 
on Kendall Green. 

During their stay, parents go to 
workshops and tours and attend sign 
language classes. Children are being 
offered field trips, arts and crafts, and 
movies. The focus, Bonheyo said, is 
educating families about deafness, help- 
ing hearing and deaf family members 
understand each other’s different 
needs, and helping individual members 
develop coping skills to help make the 
family units more cohesive. 

Both hearing and deaf staff members 
are employed to operate the Family 
Learning Vacations. “It’s good ex- 
posure for parents and children to see 
that both deaf and hearing staff can 
work together,” said Bonheyo. 

A new activity that is being offered 
this year is a workshop on sibling rival- 
ry. The workshop will help parents de- 
velop techniques to keep them from 
inadvertently favoring the needs of a 
hearing child over a deaf child. For 
children, both hearing and deaf, the in- 
tent of the workshops is to reduce 
jealousy and improve relationships be- 
tween brothers and sisters. 

It’s still too early to gauge the overall 
success of this summer’s Family Learn- 
ing Vacations, which are continuing this 
week. But, said Bonheyo, “all of the 
parents have said that they are enjoy- 
ing themselves and they are learning.”

The fastest and most effective way to 
get the work done is to call x5181 (V) 
or x5196 (TDD). 

Service Center staff will take requests 
for work and issue a work order to the 
proper area. Callers should provide as 
many details as possible. Service 
Center employees probably don’t know 
what an area looks like, so small details 
may make a difference in properly 
completing a request. 

Once a work order has been issued 
from the Service Center, the actual de- 
cision on how or when the work will 
be completed is determined by the su- 
pervisor of the area doing the work. 

Under University policy, the Physical 
Plant Department has up to seven 
working days to complete a non- 
emergency request. If a request cannot 
be completed within seven working 
days, written notification and an ap- 
proximate date will be given as to 
when the work will be completed or 
scheduled. Preventive maintenance 
work is routinely scheduled through a 
computerized system. 

Dormitory requests from students, 
both routine and emergencies, should 
go to the Housing Office. The Service 
Center does not accept calls directly 
from students.
